"A speed study and engineering investigation 
was conducted on that section of roadway on 
Thursday, Apr. 15/ at which time pur /zone 
control engineer met with Rev, K.E. Schroeder, -s 
of Faith Lutheran, who viewed the radar 
operation." 

"The study indicated that a reduction of the 
presently posted speed limit from 50 mph to 40 
mph was warranted," Ziejewski said. 

He added: "Observations were also conducted 
with- respect to sight distance, which was 
adequate. The necessary work orders have been 
issued for posting of new 40 mph speed limit 
signs, the removal of the passing zone and 
updating and relocation of the school speed zone 
sign to focus more attention to the existing school 
crossing." 

Ziejewski said the work will be completed as 
soon as possible.
